The  tact  that  the  ven¬ 
erable  Chabricr  Peloubet  was  present 
not  withstanding  his  recent  severe  illness, 
shows  that  the  citizens  of  Bloomfield  dt 
not  intend  to  have  a  Parisian  or  Berlin 
Sunday  in  New  Jersey,  but  that  the  laws 
shall  l>e  obeyed.  4 

The  meeting  was  addressed  first  by 
Rev.  Mr.  Duflkid.  In  summing  up  he  re. 
marked:  there  should  Ik*  a  unity  of  effort 
among  all  who  desire  to  have  the  laws 
robbing  to  Sunday  as  a  day  of  rest  nl: 
tvrvedTff  a  proper  manner. 

While  the  strictures  of  the  Mosaic  Sab. 
bath  had  been  modified  by  our  Lord 
Jesus,  yet  it  was  observed  by  Christians 
as  a  day  of  rest,  to  recuperate  from  the 
toils  of  the  week. 

The  laws  of  New  Jersey  were,  from 
the  first,  framed  by  men  governed  by 
the  precepts  of  Christianity,  were  on  a 
Christian  basis,  and  set  apart  Sunday 
as  a  day  of  rest  from  lalior. 

Associated  effort  to  maintain  the  laws 
would  Ik*  successful  if  all  could  work  to. 
gethcr  on  this  plane,  cvpi>  if  they  held 
differing  views  on  the  Temperen^e  move¬ 
ment. 

Mr.  T.  Bourne  said  he  agreed  with  the 
sjK*eeh  made  by  Mr.  Dliffield  nn  unity  of 
etlbrt  to  protect  Sunday  from  the  inroads 
of  the  law  breakers. 

He  thought  that  if  a  thorough,  deter¬ 
mined  opposition  to  the  law  defiers  were 
shown  and  they  were  notified  by  a  Com¬ 
mittee,  that  the  iieople  of  Bloomfield 
meant  to  execute  the  laws,  that  they 
would  generally  cease  their  evil  doings. 

Mr.  Balchcldcr  said,  that  had  been 
tried  on  the  liquor  sellers  and  gave  a 
particular  instance  of  the  non-success  of 
moral  suasion  on  one  of  the  numlier, 
showing  that  constant  vigilance  is  neces¬ 
sary  to  iftmpel  their  observance  of  the 
laws. 

Mr.  Chas.  T.  White  made  some  remarks 
in  relation  to  the  policy  and  method  of 
the  N.  Suldiutli  Committee  in  graj>- 
pling  with  the  law  breakers  there.  He 
gave  some  statistics  showing  that  the  law¬ 
breakers  were  defiant  even  2")  years  ago, 
the  liquor  sellers,  as  usual,  being  the  chief 
criminals.  Mr.  J.  X.  Baldwin  spoke  of 
the  timeliness  of  this  effort  to  protect  the 
jieople  on  tlie  Sunday  question;  as  the  day 
is  teing  wi-cpted  from  them  in  various, 
ways.  He  stateil  that  many  mills,  facto¬ 
ries,  xailmailsand  others,  now  make  it  a 
day  lbr  repairs  of  marhinen,  thus  taking 
it  away  from  the  jKOple  as  a  day  of  rest 
and  recufieration. 

The  Chairman,  Mr.  Williams,  smnmeil 
up  with  some  general  remarks,  saying  it 
was  gratifying  to  sec  so  many  present  in 
connection  with  this  inqxirtant  subject.
